From 1944 to 1955, the City of Austin, pursuant to an agreement with St. Edward's University, placed municipal
solid waste on a tract owned by the University that included the present site of Mabel Davis Park. Because the
extent and nature of the materials in the landfill was largely unknown, the Mabel Davis Park Landfill Site
Assessment and Remediation Project was initiated in 1993 to assess the impact of the landfill on the park and
surrounding properties, to address required remediation and to provide for long term care and maintenance.

Radian International. L.L.C. (now known as URS Corporation, a Nevada Corporation) was hired and initially
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focused on identifying the boundaries of the landfill, evaluating water quality impacts and whether landfill gas
posed a threat to adjacent properties.

In 1995, as part of the development of a long-term care and maintenance plan, URS Corporation identified the need
for flood control and drainage improvements. In 1999, during design work for these improvements large numbers
of automotive battery casings were discovered at the site. As a result of this discovery, select areas of the park were
evaluated for lead (Pb) contamination. Analysis of soil samples collected in the selected areas revealed the
existence of lead (Pb) contamination. The results of these sample analyses resulted in the City entering into a
Voluntary Cleanup Agreement with the Texas Commission on Environmental Quality (TCEQ), formerly known as
Texas Natural Resource Conservation Commission (TNRCC). Mabel Davis Park Landfill has entered the TCEQ
Voluntary Cleanup Program and has been assigned VCP# 1156 as the program's identification number. Additional
sampling in the public areas of the park required under this agreement revealed pesticide contamination suspected
to be related to a 1979 release event. The discovery of the pesticides resulted in the closure of the park by the City
in May 2000 to allow for the further testing.

An extensive site sampling plan and health and safety plan was developed and is being implemented by URS
Corporation. Additional environmental consulting services were necessary to complete the assessment of the
extent of the existing environmental contamination at the site and to develop and submit an Affected Property
Assessment Report (APAR) required by and for TCEQ's Voluntary Cleanup Program's approval. These activities
will allow the City to complete the determination of the risk, if any, to public health and safety, to provide
information necessary to estimate the cost of the final remediation of the site and to comply with state regulations.

Sampling results recently received require additional sampling and analysis to ensure the boundaries of the
contaminated areas are accurately defined. Staff requests additional authorization to complete the development of
an affected property assessment report in compliance with Texas Commission on Environmental Quality (TCEQ)
Voluntary Cleanup Program requirements.
